WEST BERLIN (Reuter). — An 
uproar broke out-in the public gal- 
lery of a courtroom here yesterday 


-when a former high-rankiog official 


of Nazl Germany's Gestapo (secret 
police) was acquitted on charges 
of abetting the murder of Jews. 

Kurt Venter, 59, deputy head of 
the dreaded Gestapo’s Berlin office 
from 1941 to 1948, had stood trial 
for his alleged part in the depor- 
tation of Berlin Jews to concen- 
tration anti death camps. He plea- 
ded not guilty, claiming that his 
work mainly dealt with adminis- 
trative and economic affairs. 

The uproar broke out when Judge 
Heinz Falge read the court's find- 
ings that there was no proof that 
every member of the Gestapo was 
automatically a murderer. Specta- 
tors shouted “scandal,” “shame.” 
and “Nazis" for several minutes. 
The judge ordered the public gal- 
lery cleared. 

Some of the protesters sang the 
Internationale as they left the court.

LONDON (Reuter). Arthur 
Goldberg, former U.S. Ambassador 
to the U.N., sald yesterday the 
U.N. Middle Hast resolutions of 
November 1967 did not oblige Is- 
ΤΟΙ to withdraw from all its cap- 
tured territories. 

Mr. Goldberg told a press con- 
ference that he and the American 
U.N. delegetion at the time had 
been the principle architects of the 
resolution which sought to provide 
a framework for Middle Bast peace. 

He streased that the resolution 
mentioned withdrawal from “ter- 
ritories occupied in the recent con- 
flict.” Omission of the words “all” 
and “the" meant that Israel was 
not asked to give up all the areas 
seized In the Six Day War, Mr. 
Goldberg said. 


SOVIET BID REJECTED 


As further evidence he cited the 
fact that a prior Soviet resolution 
which explicitly demanded with- 
drawal to positions held before the 
Six Day War was specifically re- 
jected by the U.N. 


Mr. Goldberg agreed with the 
principle that territories should not 
be acquired by force. But he point- 
ed to Soviet annexation of part of 
Finland during World War Two as 
an instance in which this was not 
always adhered to. 


Mr. Goldberg was passing through 
London on his way back from 8 
visit to Israel.

Pollution 
tests for 
diesel cars 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

Motor cars and trucks with diesel 
engines have to undergo air pollu- 
tion tests when taking the annual 
test. A new regulation to this ef- 
fect has| been introduced by the 
Ministry | of Transport from the 
beginning of this month, according 
to the Ministry spokesman. 

The Ministry employs 60 people 
in 20 air pollution testing stations 
for diesel engines. All of these 
stations. have special equipment for 
checking the pollution level of the 
exhaust fumes, and in six of the 
stations there is also special equip- 
ment which can test trucks under 
conditiona simulating its engine 
movement while fully loaded. 

The Ministry spokesman stated 
that this information has been 
passed to Health Minister Victor 
Shemtov by Deputy Transport Min- 
ister Gad Ya'acobi. Mr. Ya’acobi 
took this step in reply to charges 
levelled in a spectal Health Ministry 
report which said that there were 
no facilities for testing pollution 
from vehicles in the country. The 
Deputy Minister admitted that the 
original regulations were not ade- 
quate because these were visual 
tests done by the Ministry ex- 
aminers and tended to be sub- 
jective. 

The current method for measur- 
ing the density of the engine fumes 
is done with photo-electronic equip- 
ment which tographs the smoke 


-belching out of the exhaust. Then 


the black content of the air is 
checked against a sliding scale 
which shows whether or not it is 
excessive. 

It is also reported that the Min- 
istry is expected soon to conclude 
its investigation of ways to avoid 
air pollution from ordinary petrol 


. engines.

JARRING TALKS 

The party supported the Govern- 
ment in its opposition to prior con- 
ditions in respect of negotiations, 
and declared that the Jarring talks 
should continue ss an interim phase 
to direct talks. The convention

The party went on record as en- 
eouraging the Government in its 
efforts to secure the release of Is- 
reel's P.o.W.a in Arab hands, and 
appealed to socialist parties and all 
law-abiding countries to help secure 
their release in keeping with the 
Geneva convention.

These resolutions were read out 
to the delegates by Steering Com- 
mittee Chairman Israel Yeshayahu 
after the final touches were put 
on them by a special committee 
comprising Ministers Galill, Peres 
and Shapiro plus Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Security Committee 
chairman Halim Zadok. Shortly 
before Mr. Yeshayahu read them 
out, Mr. Moshe Tabenkin came to 
the rostrum to present the decla- 
ration of the party's Land of Is- 
Yael ideological group, It stressed 
“the right of the Jewish people to 
Settle all liberated areas of the 


land of Israel and to establish its 
Independence there. 


“That must serve as the term of 
reference for our political struggie. 
By futflling this target we will 
serve our nation's security and the 
alm of peace. The supposition that 
conceding these areas will bring 
peace nearer is mistaken and un~ 
dermines the principles of our éx- 
istence.””

STRIKE FOR 48 HOURS 


LOD ATRPORT. 
lars worth of diamonds passed, un- 
checked, through customs here yes- 
terday.
